SWaATOW RETURNS. 


At Swatow, the total number 
and tonnage of vessels which 
entered and cleared during the 
quarter ended in September 
WIS was 424 vessels of 
448972 tons showing, when 
compared with the corresponding 
‘quarter in 1917, a deerease of 10 
vessels and 51,079 tons. The 
percentages of the total were 67.7 
percent. British; 24.5 per cent. 
Japanese; 5.3 percent. Norwegian 
and 2.5 per cent. Chinese, 
Portuguese and Dutch. 


FREIGHT CONGESTION. AT 
VLADIVOSTOR. 

So great is the congestion of 
inbound freight at Vladivostok, 
due to the disorganisation of the 
that ships are now unloaded 
only with difficulty and cargoes 
are stored on all available space 
on the shore. At times the only 
available storage is provided 
by lighters which are tied up until 
a movement of goods on the land 
leaves a Vacancy. Ice breakers 
have successfully” kept open a 
passage through a huge icefield 
about the, port, through which 
ships are enabled to pass without 
difficulty.

AMERICA’S SHIPPING OUTPUT. 


Some startling figures ax to the 
gtowth of shipbuilding in’ the 


|] United States are afforded by the 


annual summary of the mercan- 
tile shipbuilding of the world for 
1918, just issued by Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping. The sum- 
mary excludes Germany: and 
Austria-Hungary. and does not 
include warships or vessels built 
to Government order for other 
than mercantile purpose. Thus 
30k vessels of 1,348,120 tons were 


during 1918. These figures are 
584,033 tons below the record of 
1913, and represent, an output 


26 per cent. lower than 
the average of, the three 
pre-war years 1911~13.* They 


are, however, higher than thé 
totals for the previous three 
years, the present total being 
185,224: tons. more than that for 
1917, and .739'885 tons more than 
that for 1916. The average ton- 
nage of steamers launched in the’ 
United Kingdom was 4,481, tons. 
The “standard” vessels numbered 
198, with a total tonnage of about 
886,000 gross. Outside the United 
Kingdom there were jaunched 
during 1918 1,565 merchant ves- 
seles, of 4,099,324 tons. .The 
figures show an increase of 131 
per cent. as compared with those 
for 1917, and are 2,698,595 tons 
higher than those for 1913, the 
pre-war record year. No less 
than 1,145,582 tons of wood’ 
vesseis have been built, 
or nearly .28 per cent. of the 
total tonnage launched abroad 
during 1918. The countries where. 
the largest output has taken place 
are the United States, Japan, and 
Canada. The totals for these 
countries amount to 3,781,145 
tons, and account for 92 per cent. 
of the total output abroad. The. 
United States output for the year 
—3,033,030 tons gross—is a con- 
| vincing proof'of the great deveiop- 
ment in the shipbuilding industry 
which was generally known 
to have taken place in that 
country. This total for one year 
is higher than the whole output 
of the United States during the 
preceding ten years. It is ia more 
than three times the amount 
launched during 1917, and it ex-. 
ceeds by over 25 per cent. the 
combined output of the rest of the 
world for the year 1918, The out- 

put for Japan—489,924 tons—was 
the highest on record, being 140- 
000 tong more than in 1917, and 
practically ten times the amount 
launched in the country during 
1915. Canada’s tonnage launched 
last year totalled 258,191 tons. 
The total mercantile output 
of Allied and neutral coun- 
tries for the year was’ 
5,447,444 tons. This figure has 
never been approached before in 
Lloyd’s anoual summaries; it is

BRITISH ARMIES OF OCCUPATION.

London, April L. 

In the House of Commons on March 31 Bir. Winsten 
Churchill, speaking on the Military Service Bill said the 
cost fur 1919 for the Ariny of Occupation was estimated at 
£133, 0,000, after deducting £70,000,000 recuverable from Ger- 
many. It was expected to recover by salvage an amount 
two or throe times greater than the cost ofthe Armies of 
Occupation for the current year. From the White Sea to 
the Caspian there Was .o smouldering corridor of flame. 
Little states were in the’ direst peril and immediately we 
brought kack the armies we would be powerless to influence 
the course of events in Europe. The distribution of troops 
would be approximately as follows : Britain 376,000; France, 
120,000 ; the Rhine, 264,000 ; Italy. and adjacent regions 10,000. 

The presence of troops in the last mentioned areas 
was due to a request by both parties in order to adjust the 
lamentable differences between Italy and the Jugo-Slavs 


. and prevent trouble between the local populations in places 


where the troops of no‘other nation would be welconie. Thete 
were no troops anywhere engaged on o more merciful and 
beneficial task, In middle Caucasus there were 75,000 
troops which he hoped would be soon substantially reduced. 
They were retained at prédent merely to prevent uprisings 
until decisions had. been reached by tho Peace Conforence. 
In Mesopotamia there were 30,000, and in-North Russia and 
Siberia 20,000.
